T h e N e w b u r s C e n te n n ia l. 
N xwbubg (X. Y.), October 18:h.—The 
weather is delightful for the Centennial cele­ 
bration of W ashington's disbanding and tak­ 
ing leave cf his victorious army. 
A t least 
50,000 strangers are in town. 
A large num­ 
ber of vessels, including yachts, steamers, 
and U nited States war ships, are riding at 
anchor in tho bay. A t noon sco.-ts of steam­ 
boats are arriving, bringing the military and 
excursion parties. 
Tne Seventh Regiment of 
New York, with the Veteran corps, arrived 
by special trains. 
Owing to the late arrival 
of State troops the parade is not even form­ 
ing at the time appointed for march. 
Trains 
on the N orth Hudson River road are delayed 
by the breaking down of the engine of a way 
train with nineteen crowded coaches. 
The 
Putnam Phalanx is a notable body. 
Governor Cleveland and staff arrived frem 
Albany at 10:30 
The train had eighteen 
coaches crowded with passengers. 
President 
A rthur sent a letter of regrets. Conkling was 
also invited, but could net come. 
Governors 
and their staffs, Generals and their Btaffs, 
marines and soldiers and favorite trocps of 
the State made an imposing display, while 
joined with these were visiting troopp, vet­ 
erans, civic societies, etc., which made the 
procession four miles long. 
I t marched in 
five divisions, with five bands of music in 
each division. The line of march was crowded 
with people, who applauded enthusiastically. 
Windows and steps were everywhere filled 
with ladies, who clapped their hands or 
waved handkerchiefs as the troop3 marched 
past. 
As the head of the procession reached the 
grand stand, there was great enthusiasm 
among the people. 
The Governors of differ­ 
ent States, Senator Bayard, the chaplain, 
orator, poet and others who had special parts 
a signed them in the exerciaep, were in the 
line. 
The match past the reviewing stand 
took place to enlivening music, aud the 
parade was dismissed. 
The people (hen 
hastened to the lawn ie front of W ashing­ 
ton's headquarter?, where the exercises took 
place. 
A lter an introductory overture by 
the tine band of the Seventh Regiment, 
Mayor W ard c.lled the assemblage to order, 
anddtr. S. Iremeos Prime ¡offered a prayer. 
Tne “ Te Deum,” with 100 vo'ces and a baod, 
followed, and thru Seiint *r Bayard was in­ 
troduced by the President of the celebration 
exercises. 
The Senator delivered an eloquent 
address, and was fr: quently applauded. Then 
followed “ Hail Colombia,” by the chorus 
and band, an original poem by Wallace 
Bruce, and the grand choru; of “ No King 
but God.” Senator Bayard then presented 
the orator of the day, Hon. Wm. M. Evar's, 
who rfceive.l a most cordial welcome, ana 
delivered the oration. 
The " Hsllelujah ” 
chorus was given after the oration, and 
lliehop Coxe pronounced the benediction. 
The great crowd then scattered, and the peo­ 
ple enjoyed themselves in their own way 
throughout the afternoon. 
Iu the evening 
there was a fine pyrotechnic display and 
salutes. 
T h e New Y ork S tock M ark et. 
N ew Y ork, October 18lh.—Governments 
steady.

Oregon I oiprovem r ut, 
4 to 70 ; Texas Pacific, 1 to 211 ; Now York 
Central, 1Í; to 114 ; Union Pacific, 1 ¿ lo 891; 
Canada Pacific, 112A to 152. 
There were re­ 
actions at intervals of 1J to l ij per c e n t, but 
the market finally left off Btrorg at or 
near the highest 
figures 
of 
tne day. 
The success of the movement in New Jersey 
Central, it is reported, has induced some of 
the largest holders cf other stocks to com­ 
bine for a similar purpose, and the belief ob­ 
tains that some stocks will shortly be singled 
out aud boomed up sharply to force the bears 
to cover. 
Some of the bears have employed 
the Vanderbilt and Gould brokers to sell 
stocks with a view of cresting an impression 
that those operators are unloading. 
This fact

W hy the ¡San 
Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce should have tabled the proposi­ 
tion to indorse the petition to Congress to 
establish a postal telegraph system is not 
elear. 
There appears to have been no de­ 
bate on the question. 
Trade interests are 
as much interested in the scheme as any 
other, and should favor it, unlesB unan­ 
swerable economic objections can be ad­ 
duced against it, and we know of none 
th a t cau be 
The judgm ent of the Chamber was wise 
in indorsing the plan for a national bank­ 
ru p t law. 
T hat which the nation lately 
tribd was full of defects, and especially 
costly, and heavy in its processes; but a 
bankrupt law th at will reduce the possi­ 
bilities of fraud to the minimum, give the 
creditors the management of the estate 
and by which the Ceurts will simply act as 
checks, is possible. 
This is not saying th a t 
the scheme now advanced and known as 
the Lowell plan is bo cam pista as to be ap­ 
proved in all its details. 
But, generally, 
uniform bankruptcy law which places the 
Ailministration of the debtor’s estate under 
business, instead of judicial management, 
is desirable. 
The resolve of the Chamber in favor of 
perm itting citizens of the U nited Statea to 
purchase foreign built vessels for register 
under our (lag to ply between A tlantic 
And Lacilic coast ports, was in the right d i­ 
rection. 
Generally, this affords us oppor­ 
tu n ity to say, we are in favor of free ships 
and of any legitim ate scheme to help the 
American carrying trade. 
There seems to 
be no good reason why we should not own 
foreign-built ships. 
I t is said th at propo 
sitiou will cripple American ehip-building. 
Tfie response, of course, id th at the carry­ 
ing trade is of the first importance. Am er­ 
ican ehip-builders caunot be reduced to any 
greater straits than those in which they are 
now placed. 
The friends of free ships in 
the last Congress were unquestionably in 
the right. 
The American ship-owner, as 
Mr. Cox pointed out, m ust oompete w ith 
the foreigner for the ocean carrying trade, 
w hether foreign-batlt ships are adm itted to 
American registry or not. 
YVhen we can 
buy ships anywhere for foreign carrying 
we advance our tra ie th at much, sharing 
the world’s cirrying patronage w ith our 
rivals. 
B at, to return to the proceedings of the 
Coamber, the National B iard of T rade 
asked tnc Cham ber to indorse the plan to 
perm it free withdraw al from bonded ware­ 
houses of foreign materials to be used in 
t: 
construction and repair of American 
Tee*eU for the foreign tralq. 
This the 
Chamber deemed not broad enough, and 
adopted, instead, a recommendation for the 
free w ithdraw al of materials and the re­ 
funding to the payors of any duty paid on 
such materials. 
Tnis is not to te consid­ 
ered as a bonuty, and it is not therefore 
open to objection. 
B at the N ational 
Board, having naked the concurrence of 
the 4 hatnber in the plan to permit Amer­ 
ican constructora of ships for the foreign 
trade to draw from th e U nited Statea 
a sum equal to what they would have paid 
in .latios on foreign materials, but where 
American and not foreign materials are 
need, was objected to, and instead a direct 
bounty, proportioned to tonnage, was ad­ 
vised according to the French system. 
The “ d ra w b a c k ” scheme is, in effect, 
a bounty scheme, nnd both it and the 
French plan are objectionable. 
The free- 
ah p policy is the correct one. The bounty 
policy means an assessment upon taxpayers 
to foster a particular industry, and will 
give no aid w hatever to the American car­ 
rying trade. The bounty business will not, 
we 'hiok, b ; tolerated by the people. 
It 
is a species of protection which has all the 
b>d features of the theory, and not one of 
tse alleged redeeming ones. 


The Chicago Time«, in a labored ar­ 
ticle on Mormonism, the “ tw in relic,” 
comes to the conclusion th at the only rem ­ 
edy is to be found in missionary labor. I t 
would have the Mormons worked upon by 
antagonizing 
“ liberal” 
influences. 
I t 
thinks, for instance, th a t if Mr. Ingersoll 
should be sent out to U tah he would ac­ 
complish more than ail legislation and all 
armies and administrations, 
d he intensely 
theocratic polity of the Mormon Church, 
it holds, can only be nullified and rendered 
harmless by the spirit of rationalism, of 
unbelief, of infidelity. 
I t takes this view 
because it thinks th at no religion can 
resist the spirit of the age, and because 
the history of the world shows uo instance 
of the religioas spirit manifested in any 
modes or forms of belief having ever been 
reduced or modified by statutory enact­ 
ments, or by any governmental attacks, 
All this, of course, rests upon the basis of 
Mormonism beiDg accepted as a religion, 
which it ie, as the Times laborB earnestly, 
needlessly and long to prove—a composite 
religion, combining some of the distinctive 
characteristics of Judaism , Moslemism and 
C hristianity. 
W e are ready to adm it th at 
Mormonism is a religion ; th at it has like 
attributes w ith the most pronounced of 
religious beliefs, and th a t a large part of 
its followers are anim ated by a sincerity 
such as inarka religious devotees under 
most creeds. 
B ut the conclusion of the 
Times th at legislation and a determined 
effort on the part of enlightened govern­ 
m ent will not serve to prevail against the 
infamy of a tenet iu religion th at outrages 
the spirit of civilization, is absurd. 
W e 
deny th at the dogmatic schemes of a re­ 
ligion have never been modified by legisla­ 
tive action. 
I t certainly was not “ the 
spirit of an age ” unaided, th a t prevailed 
against intolerance. 
T hat spirit, of course, 
was the basis of the legislation, but the 
legislation was necessary to give it effect. 
The “ s p iritof this a g e” is opposed to the 
twin relic ; there is nothing in the forces 
of modern society to give it su p p o rt; it 
has in no part of our system a particle of 
sym pathy; it cannot point to any record 
of our progress as a w arrant for its exist­ 
ence. 
The “ spirit of the age,” then, is, as 
the Times would have it, in b itter antag­ 
onism to the Mormon institution of po­ 
lygam y, and it m ust find its expression not 
only as a sentim ent, but in legislation, and 
th at in turn m ust have the aid of executive 
vigor necessary for enforcement. 
T hat 
legislation has thus far not prevailed against 
polygamy as a religion, is not due to the 
fact th at a sect preaches plural marriage 
as a dogma, and an essential article of 
faith, b ut to the fact th at legislation, un­ 
der the influence of the tolerant spirit, has 
itself become timorous and subservient to 
the selfish fears and small ambitions of 
politicians. Political mismanagement alone 
is to blame for the toleration of a practice at 
w ar w ith the sentim ent of the civilization 
of the era and the laws of the land. 
I t is 
not to be conceded for a moment th at the 
only remedy for an abuse that hides itself 
under 
the 
folds 
of 
a 
religious 
garb 
is to array against it the proselyting in­ 
fluence of some other faith or doctrine. 
T he doctrine of the Times, carried to 
its legitim ate sequence, will protect lar­ 
ceny, burglary and any other heinous prac­ 
tices when those who follow them shall 
arrange them selves in the order of a sect, 
and teach th a t to the strong arm and 
to the cunning hand belong the goods 
of other men because of their inability to 
hold them against those who strive for 
them . 
W e shall then have, not legislation 
against such, according to the Times, but 
duly appointed agents to preach to them 
the virtues of abstinence from thieving 
and the pleasures and rewards of a non- 
burglarious life. 
The Times needs to re­ 
call the fact th at the Mormon doctrine of 
blood atonem ent was no more dangerous a 
tenet than th at of polygamy, and yet its 
practice has been blotted out by the en­ 
forcem ent of the laws of the land w ith 
vigor.

Toe 
forests 
of

Georgetown 
ridge, 
and 
about the headquarters of the Middle and 
South Forks of the American, would yield 
a lumber supply lasting for many years, 
acd there is no shadow of doubt th at a nar­ 
row-gauge railroad to afford the means of 
quick and cheap transportation would be a 
good investm ent. 
I t has been proposed to 
make the point of connection of this new 
road w ith the Central at Rocklin, as afford­ 
ing the best route across the N orth Fork 
of the American river, which stream would 
have to be bridged at some point below 
A uburn. 
If the point of connection were 
made at A uburn it would be of vast ad­ 
vantage to the business of th at town, but 
it is doubtful w hether the road could con­ 
nect on a line as cheap and of as easy 
grades as into Rocklin.

TAN DISCUSSED IN COURT. 
The tan game caBes came up for trial in De­ 
partment One of tbe Superior Court yester­ 
day morning. It will be remembered by 
those who have been watching the progress of 
the difficulty between the Police Commis­ 
sioners and the gamblers, that two China­ 
men, who are known by the names of Yen 
and Fee, were arrested some time Bince for 
keeping a tan game. The apparent object of 
the arrest and prosecution seems to be for the 
sole purpose of testing the constitutionality 
of an ordinance passed some months since by 
the Board cf Trustees legalizing gambling by 
licensing it. They were taken before a Jus­ 
tice of the Peace, had a preliminary exami­ 
nation, and were held to answer to the Su­ 
perior Court. 
After drawing into the box twenty-four 
jurors, the following twelve were sworn to 
try the case : William Carrick, R. I,supe, 
Wendel Kearth, J. W. Todd, C. McGinaiss, 
John Watt, A. Schaden. Adam Neasell, R. 
C. Irvine, Iiiram Cook, J. S. Watson, Joseph 
Borriee. 
The District Attorney read the indictment 
to the jury, in which it was charged that the 
defendants had violated certain statutory 
laws of the State, especially that section of 
the Penal Code which prohibits gambling. 
Samuel Harvey, the Constable who madi 
the arrest, was sworn, and related all the in­ 
cidents of the arrest, located the property, 
identified the defendants, told what he knew 
about the game of tan, described the tools 
used in playing the game, and recognized 
those on exhibition in Court as being the 
ones taken from the premises on the night of 
the capture. 
. 
Charley Ah Sing and John Tan, two Chi­ 
namen who sneak very good Kogiish, were 
placed at a table before the jury, and, with the 
outfit of tan tools, explained the game to the 
Court and jury. Some of the latter became 
so interested that they, evidently from force 
of habit, began fumbling in their vest pack­ 
et». apparently for a stray nickel. 
Just as the Court was going to dismiss the 
jury for the noon recess, at tbs request of the 
attorneys, they were informed that they need 
not return until this morning, as the after­ 
noon would be occupied by the counsel in 
discussing certain legal points. 
At the afternoon sa=sion it was admitted 
by the defendants that at or about the time 
alleged iu the information, the defendants 
were, both of them, engaged in dealing, con­ 
ducting aud carrying on, as an owner and as 
an employe, a banking game known as the 
game of tan. it being such a game eh is de­ 
scribed in Section 330 of the Penal Code, 
this lining the ee-.iion under which the prose­ 
cution is brought; that ii was a hanking 
game, conducted and played for money, and 
that it was ho conducted in this city and 
county. 
Tiie prosecution admitted that the game 
wa< dealt, conducted and carried on in a 
room open to the public, upon the second 
floor of a building on the premises described 
in the information. 
Mr. Kdgerton, iu addressing the Court, 
said tbe defendants in this case offer in evi­ 
dence an ordinance passed by the Board of 
Trastees of Sacramento city-, known bb No. 
136, and generally referred to as the gambling 
ordinance. He also c-tferred Ordinance No. 
17-‘>, also Section 1 of the legislativo Act ap­ 
proved April 1, lhtii. The last ordinance 
and the Act referred to provide for punish­ 
ment for the violation of any legal city ordi­ 
nance. He then cffdred a liceuRe, issued by 
the City Collector to the defendants, which 
allowed them to carry on, from Sept»niher 1 
to October 1, 1383, “ the budness of gamb­ 
ling, tan game, in the city of Sacramento.” 
It was then admitted that defendants were 
cocduc'irg this game uader this license. He 
then offered to prove that immediately, and 
for a long timo prior to the enactment of 
Ordinance ISO, gambling, of the forms of 
gambling described in Section 330 of the 
Penal Code, and many other forms of 
gambling anil gaming, were extensively car­ 
ried on iu the city of Sacramento, to the 
groat detriment of the good order, welfare, 
peace and morals of the community. That 
theohj-ctof the enactment of the ordinance 
licencing gambling was to suppress, restrain, 
and limit 
the great evil. 
That the 
direct and practical result of the en­ 
actment of the ordinance has been greatly 
to diminish gaming and gambling in 
this city. That prior to the enactment 
of said ordinance gambling was carried od by 
colluvion with certain peace and pclice cfH- 
cers and Deputy Sheriffs of the city, they 
receiving money from these games, the can- 
sirL ration for which was to keep it secret, 
and to thwart and defeat any law that might 
have been in force. Some of these officers 
rented rooms for gambling purposes, for 
which they received rents ; and it is a well- 
known fact, and can be proven, that some 
have made 8500 a month, while others have 
grown rich at the business. The result of 
the enactment cf the ordinance licensing 
gambling has been to wholly break np that 
practice, and to turn into the city treasury a 
large revenue. 
Mr. Carey objected to each of the offers of 
Mr. Kdgerton, on the grounds of their being 
irrelevant, immaterial, incompetent, and that 
the evidence proposed does not constitute a 
defense to the proceeding. It was admitted 
that the ordinance referred to wan duly 
adopted and publish'd by the Board of Trus­ 
tees. Mr. Carey addressed the Court, occu­ 
pying nearly an hoar’s time. He was fol­ 
lowed by Henry Kdgerton. who spoke on the 
subject for over two hours.

The police authorities of San Francisco are 
just now engaged in a lively manner driving 
from that city some of the devotees of human 
degradation, which are so numerous at the 
metropolis. A paper cf that city yesterday 
had the following : 
“ Chief Crowley has begun his crusade 
against newly-arrived thieves, vagrants and 
other direputable characters. This is done to 
force them to honest employment or else 
leave the city. Detective Dan Ccffey re­ 
cently arrested three well-known characters 
on i-uapicion of cracking the safe of the Bay 
Soda Works, No. 110 Golden Gate avenue, 
several nights ago. The trio was introduced 
by Captain Douglass at noon to the assem­ 
bled watch in the following words : 
“ ‘Gentlemen: Allow me to introduce 
some old friends to you. This ia James Rob­ 
erts, who has been convicted of burglary and 
safe-cracking in Contra Coata county, and 
who has been twice sentenced in this city for 
carrying burglars’ tools. This íb John Smith, 
a partner of Roberts, who has been convicted 
several times for carrying burglars’ tools and 
of petty larceny. The other is James John­ 
son, convicted in Butte county and also in 
Sacramento county, of burglary. Mark them 
well and “ stand them up” whenever you 
meet them, be it night or day, and search 
them, and also make a note of where you saw 
them. Make this city too hot to hold th8in, 
or they will be aDt to make it warm for you. 
If they do not seek honest employment, ar­ 
rest them for vagrancy.’ 
“ As no evidence implicating them in the 
burglary has been secured, the trio will be 
discharged, aftpr being introduced generally 
to the police. With reference to the cyprians, 
about 300 have been arrested, and nightly 
four officers are oa the streets detailed 
specially to look after them. To prevent col­ 
lusion with the bagnio inmates the detail is 
contiuually changed. 
Tne effect of this 
harassing treatment, compelling them to for­ 
feit more bail money than they can make, 
and at the same time pay tbe exorbitant 
rental demanded of them, is alieady to be 
seen, a* a numbar of the women have left for 
Oregon.” 
It is stated that several of this unwelcome 
population have made their appearance in 
this city within the past twenty four hours, 
but thf y had better take another direction in 
their flight. They are not wanted here, which 
fact our present police authorities will make 
pointed apparent at short notice.
